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INTRODUCTION. 


THE author of this pamphlet was induced to turn his atten- 
tion to the Post Office in India in consequence of his having, in 
the year 1838, received charge af the Post Office in the eity of 
Dacca, in Bengal. This was formerly a town of great trade and 
importance, and it still retains traces of its former greatness. It 
lies about 199 miles east-north-east of Calcutta, and is situated 
on the river called the ‘‘ Booree Gunga,” or Old Ganges, and 

‘was at one time the capital of Bengal, and the residence of the 
Viceroy. A commercial establishment was formed here at an 
early period of our connexion with India, and the records kept 
in the Post Office in Dacca extended back for a considerable 
number of years; and consequently, from their inspection, the 
rise and growth, so to speak, of the Post Office as a department 
of government, was made manifest. In its earliest days it ap- 
pears to have been formed solely for the correspondence of the 
residents, and the directors of the East India Company, con- 
sidered as a body of merchants or agents in India; nor do the 
natives of the country appear to have much availed themselves 
of it. It was what would now be considered a private post. 

In process of time, when the government of the country de- 
volved upon the Company, this private post became the public 
Post Office for the country at large; and eventually it was con- 
sidered as a source of revenue, or rather the Government endea- 
voured to raise a revenue from it; and stringent laws have from 
time to time been made against all private carriage of letters. 
At length, the heads of the Post Offices in India, finding the 
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impossibility of effectually stopping private posts by the laws 
now in existence, have become sensible that the only method of 
putting down private posts is by reforming the public office, 
and reducing the postage so as to make it not worth the while of 
the private carriers to enter into competition with Government. 

The Government have become alive to the importance of the 
subject, and reports have been called for. This is a great step 
gained in the cause of reform; but so many obstacles are usually 
thrown in the way of all improvements, especially in India, s0 
far removed from the seat of Government at home, that unless 
the British public are induced to take up the question, it is impos- 
sible to say how many years may yet elapse ere it is finally carried. 

It might at first sight appear that the rates of postage levied 
in India could in no way affect the purses of parties in England; 
but when it is considered that there is scarcely a town of any 
importance, or even a considerable village in England, in which 
several of the inhabitants are not more or less connected with 
near and dear friends or relatives in India, it will surely be ad- 
mitted that the rules which affect their communication with 
these friends and relatives must necessarily affect them also. It 
is not too much to say, that there are thousands, nay, hundreds 
of thousands, in the British empire, who have benefited largely 
by their connexion with India, and who, especially in times of 
war and victory (which, however glorious in itself, is and must 
be too frequently accompanied by gad bereavements to many), 
are doubly anxious to hear of those long separated from them. 
To all such persons these high rates of postage are a direct bar 
to the accomplishment of their wishes. 

The table of the rates of Indian charges given in English 
money, at the end of this Pamphlet, will show that they are 
most oppressive, and that the communication between India and 
England can never be placed upon a proper footing 60 long as 
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these high rates of Indian postage are persevered in, to the loss 
of the Government and the injury of the country. But let the 
rates in India be reduced to a level with the rates in England; 
it then follows that the high sum of one shilling now charged 
as steam postage between India and England will speedily be 
reduced: and it is with reference to this point that it is con- 
sidered that the rates of Indian postage do actually affect the 
pockets of the British public. 

So long as high rates are maintained in India, it would be 
impossible to reduce the postage on letters conveyed by the 
steamers, a8 it would materially benefit none but residents in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Bombay, Madras, or Calcutta, and 
their correspondents; nor would the increase of letters conveyed 
by the steamer be sufficient from these places alone to warrant 
the Government in reducing the steam postage; but as soon as 
the inland postage is made uniform and equal, the means of 
writing by steamer will be equally available to all residents in 
India, and consequently on any reduction of the steam postage 
the increase of letters from all parts of India will be immense. 
Let it be considered of what vast advantage this will be to all 
classes of the community. To merchants and manufacturers, 
agents or tradesmen, in England and in India, it will give fresh 
facilities for the disposal of their produce; it will, as much as 
almost any other measure that could be devised, tend to develop 
the resources of the country, and bring together and consolidate 
the now scattered threads of individual enterprise and research. 
English capital and skill will then be directed in a far larger 
measure to the improvement of the soil and the produce of the 
country; and proportionate returns will be received. To the 
Christian and philanthropist it will supply the means of afford- 
ing instruction to millions who now groan under the intolerable 
weight of evil and cruel superstitions, and to whom the glad 
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sound of the Gospel will, it is to be hoped, in time be conveyed, 
and be received as light to them who sit in darkness and in the 
shadow of death. The English public subscribe largely and 
willingly to send missionaries and teachers to instruct the 
heathen that the providence of God has committed to their 
government; and it may be confidently asserted, that this boon 
which is now craved at the hands of the Indian Government 
would do very much for the enlightenment and welfare of the 
people of this country. 

The Indian Government will listen to the voice of the British 
public when conveyed to them through the Imperial Parliament; 
and will be induced more readily to effect these reforms, which 
they already see to be necessary, when they find that a decided 
preponderance of the intelligence, wealth, and population of the 
nation demands it at their hands, It is therefore to be earnestly 
hoped that parties will be induced to join in petitioning Parlia- 
ment for reform in the Post Office in India; and that this mea- 
sure will be pressed on the Government of India as of primary 
importance, and as one that requires to be carried out as soon as 
practicable. 

The Map shows the different Post Office stations and the post 
routes in India; and it, with the Table of Rates of Postage, will 
enable parties at home to ascertain the amount of inland postage 
which their friends in India have to pay for their letters from 
home. For instance: a slight inspection of the map and the 
scale will show that all half-ounce letters arriving in Calcutta by 
the steamer for parties in the army at Lahore are charged a 
postage of 14 annas, or Is. 9d., as inland postage. 

This is particularly hard on their friends and relatives left at 
the Presidency, who daily look with anxiety for letters; a daily 
letter of that weight being at the cost of 31/. 18s. 9d. a year. 
What a fearful tax this is on all commercial communications! 
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In like manner, each English newspaper that exceeds 2 ounces 
74 drams in weight is charged 9d. for inland postage to the 
Upper Provinces, and 4}d. if under the above weight. It 
is this which hinders the circulation of the English papers in 
India; and it is therefore the interest of the home press to 
advocate reform. 

The Post Office Map, published by express permission of the 
Indian Government, has been corrected s0 as to show the scenes 
of the late actions in the Punjaub, the country to the westward 
as far as Peshawur, and the line of the Indus, including Mooltan 
and Scinde. . 

As this map shows every civil, political, and military station 
or town in India, it will be found for all commercial and prac- _ 
tical purposes both good and cheap. 

In an Appendix, containing the Post Office regulations, are the 
distances to every station in India from the three principal ports 
of Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay. The inland postage of 
letters, parcels, law-papers, or newspapers, is given in Indian 
money from each capital to every station in India, printed by 
authority of Government. As the steam postage is the same to 
ail the ports of Calcutta, Madras, or Bombay, these tables will 
enable parties at home to ascertain to which post or presidency 

- they should address their letters, when they wish their corre- 
spondents to pay the least amount of inland postage. 

Thus, many places in the Bengal Presidency are much nearer 
Bombay than Calcutta, and consequently all letters for those 
stations should be sent via Bombay. 

In like manner, letters for parties near Calcutta or Madras, 
except when on particular business, are best sent by the mail for 
Calcutta, which leaves England on the 20th of every month; 
they should be addressed vid Calcutta or vid Madras, as the case 
may be. The postage from Bombay to Calcutta, for half an 
ounce, is ls. 9d. 
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The Post Office regulations contain the long list of civil, 
military, and other officials entitled to the privilege of franking. 
The official letters are so numerous and heavy that the great 
bulk of the letters that are carried go free, or pay nothing towards 
the revenue; a state of things which requires to be rectified as 
soon a8 possible. 

The usual weight of a service letter and its envelope is half- 
an-ounce, but they frequently exceed two and three ounces. 

The single-postage letter must not exceed one-tenth of an 
ounce. The difference here is too great. The weight of the 
single-postage letters might be conveniently raised to one-fifth, 
or even one-fourth of an ounce.

The above Tables are converted from Indian into English 
money at the exchange of two shillings for the rupee, the 
rate fixed by Government for steam-postage charges. To avoid 
fractions, it is calculated on all weights below six tolas, on the 
supposition that a tola is equal to two-fifths of an ounce. This is 
not strictly accurate, as the tola is equal to =4%> of an ounce 
avoirdupois. The error on six tolas would be not more than 
one-fourteenth of an ounce at the above rate. To avoid thig 
trifling error, however, six tolas are more correctly stated as 
equal to 2 oz. 74 drams, 
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THIs subject of the Post Office has long occupied the 
attention of the public in India; and any reduction of the rates 
of postage is sure of 4 favourable reception, and is at the present 
time one of the main desiderata in Indian affairs. A fear of 
great loss has hitherto deterred Government from adopting any 
measure similar to the reform carried into effect in England; 
but should this present attempt succeed in proving, or even 
rendering probable, that a thorough reform and complete reduc- 
tion in.the rates of postage can be attained in India without 
any great diminution in the revenue, the Government may 
probably be induced to adopt and give effect to such parts of 
the plan as may be suitable to the present wants of their growing 
empire, and thus confer gréat benefits not only on their Euro- 
pean, but also on their native subjects, whose wants have been 
hitherto most unaccountably neglected in this department. 
That there does exist amongst that portion of their subjects a 
great demand for an efficient system of letter conveyance, is 
evidenced from the orders necessary for the suppression of native 
daks (which more or less exist all over the country), and the 
consequent seizure of letters. These facts clearly show, that 
had a cheap and certain means of transit for letters been supplied 
by Government, the native public would have extensively 
availed themselves of it. 

The numerous chetks that have been devised for the purpose 
of security either to the revenue or to the public, have so much 
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increased the expenses and encumbered the wheels of the 
establishment, that it is impossible to amend the system as it 
now exists. It must be radically changed, for these checks are 
inapplicable to any cheap and efficient means of Post Office 
management. For if the Government were to alter the rates of 
postage, and reduce them to an uniform rate of one anna, without 
at the same time altering the present machinery and system, it 
would require often double and treble the number of writers and 
clerks now employed to register the numerous letters that would 
pass through even the smallest post offices. It is necessary here 
to explain the system alluded to, and to call attention to a few 
of its most objectionable principles. 

In all offices there are six registers kept—three for letters 
despatched, and three for letters received; both classes being 
registered under the heads of ‘ paid,” “bearing,” and “ free.” 
The weight, address, &c., of each letter is registered; and thus 
each letter is twice registered ere it reaches the hand of the 
person to whom it is addressed—once in the office whence it is 
despatched, once in the office to which it is addressed; and a 
considerable time elapses after the arrival of any mail at an 
office ere the letters can be distributed, for all must be registered 
previous to distribution. In addition to this labour (immense 
in itself), is the duty of stamping® in the dak-book of the sender 
the copy of the address of each letter, as a receipt for each 
letter received. This some may consider a matter of small 
importance; but the crowds that wait round the doors of the 
Calcutta Post Office, on the eve of the departure of a steamer 
for Suez, attest that this must be a labour of considerable 
amount. And to such an extent has this system of receipt been 
carried, that separate written receipts for each letter forwarded 
to Europe were formerly sent from the General Post Office in 
Calcutta to the postmaster of the office whence the letters were 


* Extract from Post Office rules:—“ Receipts will not be granted for letters, 
papers, or parcels, received at any post office for despatch, unless they are pre- 
sented ready written, either in books or in separate slips of paper, along with 
the letters, papers, or parcels. Receipts so presented will be duly stamped in 
all cases, and will also have the weight, whether single, double, &c., and the 
amount of postage, noted on them, when the postage is paid in advance. 
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received, and by him transmitted to the parties who had posted 
the letters. Latterly, on account of the great number of English 
letters, a list of those despatched from each office is sent, and a 
receipt for the whole to each postmaster. 

No euch minute system of receipts or registration was ever 
attempted, or apparently thought of, in Great Britain, nor would 
it be possible to carry it into effect; and no receipts were ever 
given there, or registration made, of any letters unless specially 
paid for. The whole system appears peculiar to India, and to 
have grown out of that excessive spirit of record-keeping so 
marked in the transactions of the Indian Government. It may, 
however, be thought that this system of registration and receipts, 
though not necessary in a country like England, where trust- 
worthy servants can be procured, yet is necessary in India by 
reason of the supposed impossibility of finding honest men for 
the inferior departments of this and similar offices. 

It would, perhaps, be useless to reply, that men of all 
countries and complexions are influenced very much by the 
same motives; and that the more men are trusted, and treated as 
trustworthy, and the leas they are accused and suspected, the 
more honest they become, when due care is taken not to put 
too severe a temptation in their way. Putting aside these argu- 
ments altogether, it can be shown that the registry of letters is 
of no practical importance at all; and that although it may ap- 
pear an admirable arrangement in theory, yet in practice it 
entirely fails. Letters are lost either fraudulently or by accident, 
culpably or otherwise. Now, it is not to be supposed that letters 
will be stolen unless they contain, or are supposed to contain, 
something valuable; and therefore the registry, if of any use at 
all, can only be serviceable to the public by insuring in some 
measure such letters against loss by fraud. Whether it does or 
does not do so in any degree, it is difficult to determine; but in 
all cases of loss it is almost impossible by means of registry to 
trace a missing letter, so as to fix the blame on any particular 
individual, or to recover the letter lost. Once lost, the letter is 
irrecoverable, except by chance; nor can any redress be given 
to the injured party. It ought to be remembered also, that the 
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mere recovery of a letter after it has been once lost, is, in many 
cases, of comparatively little importance. The loss of one post 
may make the greatest difference in the value of a letter, espe- 
cially a commercial one; so that, were it recovered the next day, 
it would be useless for the purpose for which it was sent, unless 
it contained property. 

Not long ago there appeared an advertisement in one of the 
papers at Calcutta for a missing letter, said to contain valuable 
papers, and which does not appear to have been recovered; and 
some years ago, at a Mofusal station, there was a case of 
missing letter, which was taken before the magistrate, and in 
which a searching inquiry was made. The registry was all 
correct; such a letter to such an address had been received in 
the office, and that was very satisfactory; and it was also clearly 
ascertained that it had been given to a certain peon, who was a 
man of good character; but no sufficient proof could be brought 
against any individual in the Post Office of misconduct to enable 
the magistrate to inflict punishment, or even to affect the charac- 
ter of the peon in question. The letter was missing, it was true, 
and no redress could be afforded to the injured party; but as this 
was the only case of a missing letter (about which inquiry-was 
made) during eighteen months,—and as upwards of 100 letters 
were daily received, there were received during that time up- 
wards of 50,000 letters,—therefore the chances were, that when 
so many went safely through the office, the one in question 
was lost either by accident, or some roguery out of the office, 
The peon who received the letter swore to having delivered it to 
the servant of the person to whom it was addressed, to whom 
also he had (it was proved) been in the habit of delivering all 
letters similarly addressed. It was, therefore, probable that the 
servant had stolen the letter, knowing that it contained money, 
as it was afterwards said was the case. But at all events the use- 
leasness of the registry for the recovery of the letter was evident. 
It is not supposed that no letters are likely to be lost, or that no 
letters are lost, and that therefore the registry is useless; but it is 
pretty nearly proved that after the letters are lost the registry is 
of no use in recovering them. 
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The practice of enclosing bank-notes in letters presents too 
much temptation to ill-paid servants, whether employed by 
Government or private individuals. It is always, as the post is 
at present conducted, attended with risk, and is to be condemned; 
and Government have been obliged strictly to forbid the receipt 
of any letters supposed to contain money or valuables.* But 
from the above case, on the general principles of insurance, it can 
be shown that it is not advantageous to employ such an expensive 
system of insurance; for the Post Office must be considered as ex- 
isting mainly for the benefit of the public, united into one great 
company, and letters as machines for the transit of their thoughts; 
and the salaries of all those now employed in the registry of 
letters, together with the delay and general inconvenience caused 
by this delay, must be considered to be (as far as the public are 
concerned) a species of premium paid by them for insurance. 
But in all large offices or establishments of the present day, the 
system of insuring themselves extensively prevails, which is based 
on the great number of their transactions; and how much the 
more necessary is it to introduce this principle of self-insurance 
into the Post Office, where such a number of petty consignments 
as letters are daily forwarded! The question is, whether it is 
beneficial or not to insure; what is the probability of loss; and 
of what value is the registry for the prevention of loss: or, in 
other words, How often is the Government registry or assuring 
party appealed to? In one office it is found to have been once 
in 50,000; but let it be supposed that it had been once in 1000, 
what merchant would insure one thousand investments at a high 
rate to prevent the loss of one, especially when no remuneration 
could be made to him in the event of its loss? Would it not be 
more advantageous that it should be left optional with the public 
to insure or not as they pleased; and that, for the sake of remit- 
ting small sums by bank-note or otherwise, all persons insuring 
such letters as contain remittances should pay a premium pro- ° 
portional to the amount insured, and, in case of loss, receive com-

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pensation for the same? Yet this is a deviation from the strict 
principles of cheap letter communication, which requires that 
all temptation of every kind to tamper with letters should be 
removed. — 

Thus far with regard to the utility of the registry as it con- 
cerns the public: another use of it at present is to check the 
numbers of letters sent and received, and ascertain the amount 
of postage due to Government. Here again the inutility of the 
registry for the prevention of fraud and loss to the revenue can 
easily be shown; and there are two methods by which such 
fraud can be easily effected with little or no risk to the guilty 

rties. 

In the first place, should any individual post a letter without 
receiving a receipt for it, the Post Office Baboo, or head native 
clerk, has simply to destroy the letter, and not enter it in the 
registry at all, pocketing the whole or his share of the postage. 
Should such an occurrence be rare, his next safe plan is to act 
in concert with the clerk of a neighbouring station, and out of 
the whole amount of letters posted, set aside a certain number 
daily, which are then not entered in the registry, but forwarded 
through the usual channel to their destination (in a private 
packet), and then distributed according to their addresses. This 
stifles all inquiry, and no one feels any inconvenience; and it 
would be very difficult for the postmaster to detect such pro- 
ceedings. 

When there is an army in the field, and a good deal of con- 
fusion necessarily exists in. the Post Office, a clerk who knows 
his business may frequently make a rich harvest; and when the 
small salaries and great temptations that exist in Post Offices 
are contrasted, and the small prospect of advancement held out 
to men employed is considered, it cannot be a matter of surprise 
that the revenue should be defrauded, and the public in general 
made to suffer. At present, a postmaster, who. nominally has 
charge of an office, must pay a good deal of attention, and de- 
vote a considerable portion of his time, to the Post Office, to 
carry on even the current duties of the office in a satisfactory 
manner. And beyond this, how very few there are who have 
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leisure to attend to extra matters! and for the detection cof 
fraud, what means has any one who may have the leisure and 
the inclination? For with regard to the first kind of fraud, 
mentioned above, it is evident that he has no means of detecting 
it; and unless he makes certain that all his registers are correct, 
how can he detect the private packet system? Unless he can 
compare the registers kept in his office with all the entries in 
the private post books kept by individuals at his station, he has 
no means of ascertaining to what extent Government are de- 
frauded in the manner alluded to. But what time has he for 
such an investigation, even supposing, which is very unlikely, 
that the public would afford him universally the means of doing 
so? Now, unless he is able to do all this, the practice may be 
carried on with impunity. 

Few postmasters are able to do more than attend to the cur- 
rent duties of their office. This requires them to open the 
posts, compare the number of letters received with the number 
indicated in the chullan, or letter of advice, sent from the office 
whence the packet was despatched, and which accompanies each 
packet; to check the accounts, ascertaining what amount of 
postage is due on each of the letters; and when the books are 
made up for the day, to ascertain that the books of the office 
show the total of these respective items. He may have, there- 
fore, thirty or forty separate accounts to go through in the 
morning merely in opening the posts; and until this is over, and 
all the letters are registered, the distribution of them is delayed 
to the public. Again, in the afternoon, he may compare the 
amount of postage received in his office during the day for 
letters posted, with the registers kept of those letters, and ascer- 
tain that the two correspond. Here it may be observed, that it 
is not hkely that his writers should tell tales of themselves, or 
that any discrepancy should be observable in their accounts. 
All these duties, however, may be conscientiously performed, yet 
the Government and also the public may be defrauded to a great 
extent. 

But, in general, the time of postmasters is by no means 
exclusively devoted to these duties. They have usually other 
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important duties to perform, compared with which those of the 
Post Office are esteemed trifling. The consequence is that 
much, and frequently everything in“the office, is left in the 
hands of the head writer, or dik baboo; and this happens not 
so much from any carelessness on the part of the individual 
postmaster, as partly from the system of giving so many offices 
and duties to one individual, who cannot possibly have time to 
perform them all in a proper manner—and partly from the sup- 
position that European control of any kind, however imperfect, 
is better than to trust to native agency. Thus the Post Office 
is usually given in civil stations to the medical officer, and in 
‘military stations to the station staff, or major of brigade; some- 
times to the deputy judge advocate, sometimes to the com- 
missary of ordnance; occasionally indeed in civil stations it is 
handed over to the magistrate, who is so pressed for time, and , 
so harassed with the business of his own more important 
office, that he is unable to pay the least attention to the Post 
Office. In general, all the officers above alluded to have their 
own strictly professional duties to perform, for which the Post 
Office must be neglected. There are no doubt exceptions to all 
rules; and men will be found who, from highly conscientious 
motives, give up the whole of their time and talents in every 
way to their employers: and such men will often be enabled, by 
superior Management and economy of their time, to get through 
the various duties of their office, and devote a share of their 
attention to each; but such instances are rare, nor can they be 
calculated upon. Would it not then be a wiser policy to raise 
the character of the d&k baboo, or head native clerk, by 
nominally giving him charge of an office of which he now 
often has the real control; making him an independent officer 
in his own office, and removing at the same time in every pos- 
sible manner all temptation to injure either the public or the 
revenue, and putting it as far as possible out of his power to do 
so to any extent? The salaries of these new postmasters would 
not require to be much higher than the present pay of the dak 
baboos; for the situation would be rendered respectable, and a 
judicious plan of promotion might be introduced, which would 
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render these appointments very desirable ones. The saving to 
Government under this head alone would be considerable; and 
another advantage would be gained, that as the new postmaster 
would be required to perform with his own hands almost all the 
duties of his office, he would be entirely responsible, and could 
not shift the blame off his own shoulders. With an uniform 
postage, it would be unnecessary to do more than make a note 
of the number of letters received and despatched; and it might 
be made compulsory to affix a stamp on all letters, instead of 
receiving money payments, similar to the stamps adopted in 
England, although money is now received for letters posted in 
lieu of stamps. 

Should such a plan be adopted, it would then only be neces- 
sary to ascertain whether any letters were overweight, .or un- 
stamped through carelessness; and to induce the public to be 
careful in these respects, it might be advisable to charge all 
unstamped or overweight letters with double postage, or strict 
rules might be made that no unstamped or overweight letters 
should be forwarded at all. 

The registry would thus be rendered entirely useless; and by 
abolishing it, several of the writers on the present establishment 
might be dispensed with. Next, by compelling all letters to be 
stamped, we obviate the necessity of employing clerks to receive 
money payments; by which means a further saving is effected, 
and a great source of temptation removed. But a further 
advantage is obtained; for is it not evident that the greater the 
number of hands through which the letters have to pass, the 
greater the liability is of some of them being lost? and conse- 
quently, if we can dispense with one-half of the present esta- 
blishment, we diminish the risk as well as the expense; for the 
registry, though proved to be useless for the prevention of loss 
by fraud, adds something to the chances of loss by accident, in 
consequence of the extra number of men employed. 

The next points that require consideration under the present 
rules, are the privilege of sending private letters free of postage, 
granted to soldiers and other military servants, and the franking 
of public letters. As to the former, it is possible that Govern- 
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ment may hesitate to deprive, even in appearance, their army of 
@ privilege which has been long enjoyed by them; but it is to be 
considered that, under the present regulations, although all 
letters sent to their families by soldiers pass free when franked, 
under certain conditions, yet that all the letters sent to them by 
their families or relatives not being in the service are taxed 
with a heavy postage, and that thus they are in effect almost — 
deprived of the privilege of hearing from their families at all. 
It is evident that if the Government, looking at the vast extent 
of their native population, and legislating in an enlightened 
spirit for their wants, should reduce their postage to an uniform 
rate of one anna or 14d. per half tola (} ounce), and two pice 
or 3d. per quarter-tola ($ ounce), the Sepoys, as well as the 
other inhabitants, would be great gainers (even if their present 
privilege were taken from them), and would, were it pro- 
perly explained to them, appreciate the measure as a boon. 

The point, however, requires much consideration, and with- 
out some management might excite a very bad feeling in the 
native army. If the measure is carried into effect, it should be 
done generally, and simultaneously with the abolition of frank- 
ing public letters; making the whole system of postage uniform, 
and grounding the necessity of the measure on the urgent wants 
of the public, and the impossibility of adequately carrying out a 
thorough reform unless this privilege to the army, as well as the 

" privilege (if it may be called so) of franking public letters, be 
abolished. This latter point is by no means so difficult to deal 
with as the former; and the present practice of franking all 
public letters might be easily abolished without any public in- 
convenience, and without any injurious effects to the pockets of 
any individual, provided always that the postage be reduced to 
the uniform rate of one anna per half-tola; and that when the 
public letters despatched from any office should exceed a certain 

‘amount of postage, compensation should be made to the person 
posting them. 

Few regimental staff-officers, or officers commanding corps of 
the line, or battalions, or companies of artillery, forward on an 
average more than twenty letters a month. Some will probably 
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send forty or fifty a month; others, on the contrary, a much 
smaller number than the average. Now, the postage of these, 
if single letters, would only amount to one rupee 4 annas 9 
month, and if double letters to two rupees* 8 annas per month; 
a very small item indeed of expense, compared with the saving 
that would arise in the new rates on all private letters. It is 
_also to be considered, that all officers having official correspond- 
ence are in the receipt of allowances from Government for 
stationery and office expenses, which should be made to include 
postage. Though, on the whole, the number of official letters 
may be great, yet, individually, the expenses of postage on that 
account, under the new system, would be only a little more 
than is now paid for one overland letter. Both civil and mili- 
tary officers would be great gainers by the ameliorated rules, 
nor can we suppose that much discontent would arse among 
them by the abolition of franking; it would simplify the 
business of the Post-Office immensely, and do away with all 
necessity for espionage for private letters under official covers. 
There are some large civil and military offices where the 
amount of letters despatched daily averages nearly 100; and to 
such offices, or in all cases where the amount of postage on 
Government account should exceed some certain amount per 
month, compensation could be made to the individual hold- 
ing it. 


A simple inspection of the office books will in all cases 


determine the amount of compensation that should be made. 
In all cases it will be preferable to make some such allowance, 
than to continue the privilege of franking, which is always 
liable to be abused, and in some offices is attended with much 
trouble and expense of time to the person franking. Heavy 
public papers, or records, or returns, may be sent without 
inconvenience in open covers, ag newspapers; or, when it is 
necessary to forward them under cover, they should be paid for 
as other letters. The whole business of the Post Office would 
thus be greatly simplified and reduced, and all parties, European 
and native, would be enabled to avail themselves of the benefits 
* Five shillings. 
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of the greatest improvement of the age; and Government, by 
the reduction in their establishments, and the abolition of frank- 
ing and also of free letters, together with the immense increase 
which might confidently be expected in the amount of letters, 
would in a few years receive a revenue from the Post Office, 
instead of an annual deficit as at present. 

They have the experience of the English Post Office to guide 
them, which shows an increase of fivefold in the last eight 
years; which increase alone would give a permanent revenue to 
the Indian Government. The average amount of postage on 
letters all over India being about four annas per letter (and there 
is great probability of its being less), if the number of letters is 
increased fivefold, and the postage reduced to the average of 
one anna—that is, to one-fourth its present average—the sum of 
these latter quantities would be greater than that of the former; 
—in other language, the revenue on one letter at four annas is less 
than the revenue on five letters atone anna. Should the Govern- 
ment, even at a trifling temporary loss, effect this vast reform, it 
would have more effect on the commercial resources of the 
country, and even on its political, social, and moral prospects, 
than any measure that has been proposed since the English 
landed in India. But the community at large, and especially 
the public in England, are too well aware of the immense 
benefits of this measure to render it necessary to state them here 
more fully. 

Having spoken of the defects of the present Post Office in 
India, which has long been condemned by the public at large, 
it is now necessary to provide some simple yet efficient means to 
supply the place of it. And it may be as well to inquire at 
once what a Post Office should be established for; what its 
ultimate objects are—whether revenue, or the good of the 
country. 

As far as regards the revenue, the Government have, by their 
published account as given to Parliament, shown that an annual 
deficit has been the result in India. Consequently, the present 
system does not answer for revenue; and it may therefore be 
presumed that Government would approve of any improvement 
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in the system, which would only not increase this deficit. We 
must also suppose that Government established the Post Office 
for the good of the country, and have that object alone in view. 
This, then, let us take for granted—that the Post Office is for 
the good of the country at large, and not for the enhancement 
of the revenue. How, then, can the good of the country at 
large be best secured? by a heavy postage, giving no revenue? 
or by light and uniform taxation? or by universal freedom in the 
trade of letters? 

Here are three alternatives: the first has been already con- 
demned by all civilised nations; the second has now been 
adopted in England; and the theoretical plan of throwing open 
the carrying trade in letters remains yet to be tried. Should 
the carriage of letters be open to any company thet chose to set 
up an establishment for the purpose, and who by a superior 
system and quicker communication and greater punctuality 
in the delivery should outstrip the Government posts in the 
conveyance of letters, the Government would soon be obliged 
to reduce their rates, or confine their establishment to the car- 
riage of their own letters, and thus unquestionably would be 
great losers; as on no principle whatever would it answer for 
the Government in India to permit a private company to carry 
their despatches, as this would be an imperium tn imperia not 
to be endured, and might politically be highly injurious. The 
Government despatches must be carried by men under the con- 
trol of the Government, and who are not liable to be tampered with. 

On the other hand, the public, that is, the people of the 
country at large, would be equally great gainers, just as when 
any other monopoly is thrown open, and left free for public 
enterprise and competition. Should it, then, be deemed advisable 
to throw the Post Office open, and legalise the establishment of 
private post offices, it will be necessary as a previous step for 
Government to arrange their system so perfectly, as, by the 
speed, safety, and price of their carriage, to beat all private 
post offices out of the field; and then it will be posmble for them 
’ to make the trade in letters free, by repealing all laws against 
the transmission of letters, and thus to the utmost of their power

encourage correspondence, instead of as at present sere it 
penal to transmit by private post. 

It is very certain that these private posts facilitate the trans- 
mission of letters, or they would not exist; and that the natives 
of India have more confidence in them than in the Govern- 
ment office: and for this reason it is evident that they are useful 
to the trade of the country, and remotely therefore beneficial to 
Government. It is also to be presumedi that these private poste 
beget correspondence, part of which does now find its way 
through the Government Post Office; and a much greater part 
of it would do so were the system altered. The private posts 
also indicate the maximum rate of postage the country will 
bear; and they serve as a grand test, as an index, to point out the 
defects in the Government office. Having so many advantages, 
it is strange why the Government should not encourage them. 
They benefit the country, and in the end would, were they legal, 
benefit even the Government office. But whether the point be 
granted or not that these private posts are useful, it appears cer- 
tain that the most effectual way to stop them is to offer a 
cheaper, safer, and quicker system to the native public. 


The second great object of the Post Office, which has hitherto 
been perhaps considered the chief object in India, is the despatch 
of the Government orders and letters; and every arrangement 
that conduces to the safety and speedy transmission of private 
letters will equally affect the public letters. Now it is here to 
be understood, that the Post Office is for the conveyance of 
intelligence, and not property, unless such property is insured 

The sole objects, therefore, of the Post Office appear to be, 
to benefit the country at large, by the quick and safe transmis- 
sion of letters, and to enable the Government with facility to 
direct its servants and enunciate its will. 

These principles must be carefully kept in view in legislating 
for it; and to render it efficient, the simplest rules possible must 
be devised, and the whole details of the office so simplified and - 
adjusted that fraud will be rendered dangerous and useless, and 
inducements held out to all classes in the department to fulfil 
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their duties to the utmost of their power. These objects may 
be in a great measure gained by consolidating the whole Post 
Office in India under one head, subject only to the Government 
of India; giving to one person the superintendence of the whole, 
withDeputy Postmasters-General where necessary, having under 
them Chiefs of Districts to manage and control the post offices 
in their respective provinces. The post offices themselves must 
be under the postmaster of the place, whose sole business it 
should be to open and close the packets, and despatch and dis- 
tribute letters: and to simplify his duties it will be necessary that 
all letters should be stamped when posted; that no letter unpaid, 
free, or franked, should be sent through the Post Office; that 
one general rule should prevail for all letters and papers, making 
the rate uniform at one anna per half-tola for every letter or 
sealed paper, and one anna per tola for every paper in open cover 

By bringing the whole Post Office in India into one departe 
ment, instead of being, as at present, separated under the 
different governments at the different presidencies, the expenses 
of the department may be greatly lessened. One Postmaster- 
General will then suffice, with four Deputy Postmasters-General, 
and perhaps sixteen Chiefs of Districts to superintend the offices 
in their respective’ provinces or districts; for it is necessary to 
create grades in the department, to enable the subordimates to 
look forward to promotion in their own line. The post offices, 
also, according to their size and importance, can be classified; 
making further division in the department, so as to create 8 
spirit of emulation amongst those admitted to the service. As 
it is requisite that postmasters should do all their work with 
their own hands, candidates for admission into the department 
should be examined as to their qualifications in the languages; 
no one being fitted for the office of postmaster in any Govern- 
ment station who should be unacquainted with the English, as 
well as the Hindostanee or Bengallee, or other language of the 
province in which the office may be situated. It should be the 
duty of the Chief of a District to keep a regular return of all 
the postmasters under him, reporting regularly, through the 
Deputy Postmaster-General, to the Postmaster-General, all their 
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qualifications for employment, in order to enable him to promote 
the most worthy men. 

The distribution of stamps must also pass entirely through 
the hands of the Chiefs of Districts; and it will also be their 
duty to make all arrangements for the speedy transmission of the 
mails, they having sole charge of their districts in all these 
respects, and having no post office of their own to manage, but 
able and enjoined to visit all parts of their district, correspond- 
ing regularly with the Deputy Postmaster-General over them. 
These are all important objects in themselves, and require to be 
well looked to; and it would perhaps be found on inquiry that 
sixteen would be rather too small a number than too many for 
all India. By this means an efficient superintendence would be 
insured in the whole department, and uniformity would be 
gained by having one head over all, whose time would be fully 
occupied in corresponding with Government, and managing the 
whole department. 

As the whole receipts of the Post Office would be realised 
through stamps, and all letters would be pre-stamped, no com- 
plication of accounts could exist; and as the uselessness of the 
present register has been shown, these should be wholly abo- 
lished. The importance of abolishing the system of franking 
and free letters has also been fully stated; and it is no mean part 
of the value of this arrangement, that it would tend to lessen 
the bulk of all Government despatches and letters, many of 
which, by their size and bulky envelopes, greatly increase the 
weight of the mails, without in any way promoting the real 
service of Government. 

Nor need this arrangement at all interfere with the emolu- 
ments of either civil or military servants, as it is open to 
Government in all cases to make compensation to their officer, 
and remunerate them, as stated before; but for all petty amounts, 
the direct gain by the reduction of the postage from the present 
heavy rates, to the uniform rate of one anna for all private 
letters of half-tola weight, would more than compensate for the 
burden of paying for letters on the service of Government; and 
this would also tend to the direct profit of the Post Office. 
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The present Post being almost entirely for Europeans, and 
little used by the native community, care must be taken in any 
new arrangement to provide for their wants, and so to legislate 
that they may have complete confidence in the Government 
servants, Perhaps no better plan could be devised than to 
enable the inhabitants of all towns and considerable villages to 
establish Government Post Offices, under and with the sanction 
of the Chief of the District in which the place may be situated ; 
permitting them to elect a postmaster, subject to confirmation 
if duly qualified; and also to choose and dismiss, when negli- 
gent, their own distributing peons, or porters. The men so 
elected by them would be more sure to please them; and it 
would be their own fault if they did not receive their letters 
regularly, the remedy lying in their own hands. 

The number of Government offices is at present 400, but 
these would soon require to be vastly increased; as the slightest 
examination will show that large towns, or it might be said 
whole districts, are at present totally destitute of all means of 
carrying or communication (except by private means), and this 
too, notwithstanding that in many places thus situated exten- 
sive trade is carried on. But it is to be hoped that in the course 
of time every considerable town, or even large village, might 
have its own office: and what a vast opening this would give 
for those now training up in the Government Schools! The 
whole department might be, and great part of it must be, thrown 
open'to them; appointments might be given for competition as 
prizes for the best scholars; and all who entered the service 
should be enabled to rise according to their merits and abilities. 
Arrangements should be made to introduce the Post Office into 
all native states, as soon as it can be efficiently worked in our 
own; nor can it be supposed that any difficulty could exist to 
withstand the accomplishment of this measnre, as the advantages 
of it would speedily be apparent. We must provide mails to 
most of the native states for our Government servants there; 
and, of course, the more letters these mails carry, the more pro- 
fit will accrue to Government from the sale of the stamps. 

Great part of the expense of the present system is in the im- 
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mense length of roads, compared with the number of letters 
carried; for, excepting on the main roads, the mail bags are at 
present half empty; and there is little doubt but that the carts 
now in use in the upper provinces would carry four or five times 
the number of letters they now do without any inconvenience. 

The actual expense, therefore, to the Government of the 
carriage of a letter will, on the new system, be proportionably 
decreased. It is very true, that when the number of Post 
Offices is increased, the extent of road traversed by the mails 
throughout the country will also be increased; but these cross 
roads will be, comparatively speaking, short, and the expense of 
working them less than on the main roads; every extension of 
the Post Office will, therefore, lead to an increase in the actual 
receipts. Other improvements will of course suggest themselves; 
such as an improvement in the delivery of letters, and multiply- 
ing the times of delivery in all large towns, as well as the times 
of despatch. It is stated in evidence, that in the year 1844, the 
delivery of lettersin London having been increased three times, 
the letters doubled in number. It is impossible, with our 
present information, to form any estimate of the revenue that 
might accrue from the proposed alterations and improvements; 
but some general data may be introduced to show that the 
scheme now proposed, however vast and comprehensive it may 
appear, can scarcely be deemed either rash or visionary. It is 
certainly not capable of speedy adjustment; but all real im- 
provements require time to improve them, besides much thought 
and labour. 

Before the penny post was introduced into England, the num- 
ber of letters, according to evidence, amounted to 120,000,000 
in the year; giving, therefore, four letters to each person in the 
year, in a population of 30,000,000. This doubled after the 
penny post was introduced, giving eight to each individual in 
the year; and the latest printed accounts state that ten per annum 
for each individual is the proportion in 1846, and that the 
number is daily increasing. 

Now, it cannot for a moment be supposed that the population 
of India are so much advanced as that of England; but let it be 
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taken that the civilisation there is a tenth of what it is in Eng- 
land, or that in this Indian Empire, after the introduction of an 
anna post, the inhabitants will be found to avail themselves of it 
to the extent of one letter in the year for each person, instead of 
ten as in England. In this case, for a population of 120,000,000, 
a revenue of 75 lacs of rupees would be collected; but should it 
only amountto half of this, more than double the present re- 
venue would be received from the native population alone. 

The last returns, as published by Parliament, give the} total 
receipts of postage in India in one year as 1,797,090 rupees, ‘by 
which an annual deficit of 80,000 rupees is occasioned. 

The inhabitants of India have frequently shown themselves to 
be a commercial and industrious race, and there is no reason 
why they should not avail themselves of the advantages of the 
proposed scheme, were it offered to them. 

The commercial dealings of the native bankers and merchants 
extend over all parts of the country. In any bazaar of any ex- 
tent, hoondies or bills can be obtained to any part of the country; 
jnsurances can also be effected through native merchants on 
goods forwarded by land or water; and all these transactions are 
now greatly impeded. 

It may, indeed, without exaggeration, be stated, that were 
the scheme fairly set in motion, the benefits to the country would 
be positively incalculable. 

Should Government be inclined to avail themselves of the 
suggestions made in the preceding pages, their first step would 
naturally be to obtain the best information as to the real wants 
of the country, the expense that would be incurred by the 
system proposed, and the amount of compensation it would be 
necessary for them to make to their own officers for payment of 
Government letters; together with some estimate of the present 
amount of letters passing through the post, both European and 
native, separating the official and private correspondence. It 
would be necessary, in short, to calculate the whole probable ex- 
pense, and the estimated returns; and Government can alone do 
this. No private individual, however willing he might be, has 
either command of the sources whence he should draw this in- 
formation, or the leisure or means to employ them. The expense 
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would be a bar to it; nor have the officials in the Government 
Post Office any sufficient time adequate for this purpose. The 
inquiry would be found laborious and difficult, but this should 
be no obstacle to a Government possessed of the Empire of 
India.. Their authority is ample, and their will supreme; and 
the expense of a few thousand rupees a month is to them in- 
considerable. ws 

There is little doubt but that considerable opposition may be 
expected to many of the points suggested; that prejudices will 
exist against the employment of natives in situations of trust; 
that many officers will exclaim against the burden of paying for 
their official correspondence, never taking into consideration the 
enormous reduction m their private postage. Opposition may 
likewise be expected from the Presidencies of Madras and 
Bombay, in consequence of the great probability of the Post- 
master-General being more frequently appointed from Bengal- 
than from their Presidencies, and the amount of patronage 
thrown into his hands. But no great public measure of reform 
can -be carried out except through difficulties; difficulties will 
invariably oppose themselves, and every one interested against it 
will be eager to agsail it; and yet for this measure we may 
hope, on the other hand, for ample encouragement. 

The English public will not be backward to approve of a 
measure which would tend so much to influence and Anglicise 
the continent of India. The whole voice of the public press 
will be loud in its favour. Few parties will benefit more by it 
than those employed in the internal trade of the country, and 
in agriculture; and it may be reasonably expected that, on the 
introduction of railroads, this class will greatiy increase. To 
missionaries, and those who are interested in the moral and 
religious improvement of the people, the proposed system will 
offer the greatest facilities for the successful prosecution of their 
labours. And as any real advance in any direction of the civi- 
lisation of a country throws its influence over every other 
measure connected with its improvement, however diversified in 
its nature, we might hail-the establishment of this measure as 

« the harbinger of an ample series of most extensive reforms. 
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Better roads would be imperatively required; improved roads 
would lead to improved public conveyances: and though the 
tail would supersede these on the great thoroughfares, yet there 
must remain ample room for them on the cross-roads in India 
for years to come. 

Every one acquainted with the country must deplore our 
ignorance of its resources, its wants, and its capabilities; but at 
present any inquiry into the resources of this extensive country 
must be ruinously expensive, from postage alone. The Euro- 
pean inhabitants of the country are comparatively well off, but 
the country is essentially a poor one, if absence of capital is the 
test of poverty—a rich one, if we take resources as its test. 
The means of living are cheap and plentiful, the price of labour - 
is low; and, in legislating for this country, we must take into 
consideration the wants of the inhabitants of it, and not the 
handful of Europeans who rule it: so it is therefore necessary 
to frame our rules of postage according to their means, and the 
usual price of native labour. Through native agency alone can 
any information be procured, or measures carried out, in -this 
country; and it is unfair to suppose that, were the rules in this 
department altered, the natives would be slow to avail themselves 
of the advantages held out to them.

RULES FOR USING POST OFFICE STAMPS. 


1. All letters and packets whatever (save and except newspapers and ship 
and steam letters, hereafter specially provided for) received at any Post Office 
in India for despatch by post, whether free or post paid, or liable to postage, 

“as the case may be, are to be marked with the appropriate stamp, bearing the 
name of such office of despatch; and when side-stamps are not provided, 
when the date of the month and year forms part of the stamp itself, the said 
date must be entered in writing across the middle of the face ef the stamp. 
If the letter or packet received for despatch be post paid or bearing postage, 
the amount of postage so paid or due must be entered in writing on the face 
of the stamp, after the word “ paid,” or “ bearing,” as the case may be.* 


2. All letters and packets whatever received at any Post Office by post for 
delivery at such office are in like manner to be stamped with the appropriate 
office stamp, and marked with the date of the month and year; but the 
amount of postage paid or due is not to be entered on the stamp of delivery, 
as the stamp of despatch regulates the levy of postage.
